Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.— W ith 
their backs to the wall, the railroads 
of the United States are daring this 
morning not only the four gre*at rail­ 
way brotherhoods, but tilt* president 
of the United States, in a determined 
stand against granting the eight-hour 
day to their 400,000 engineers, line­ 
men, conductors and trainmen. 
They 
Ute very close to open defiance of the 
executive of the nation. 
The brotherhoods, sure of getting 
the major part of their demands if the 
president's peace effort succeeds, are 
ready to accept 
his 
proposal. 
But 
they are standing on their tiptoes, 
ready for a fight, not caring particu­ 
larly whether the railroads back dow n 
or not. 
Their attitude is, “ W e ha’^ 
to have anybody hold us when we are 
ready for a fight." 
President 
Wilson will submit his 
ultimatum 
to 
both 
railroads 
and 
brotherhoods 
this 
afternoon. 
His 
peace proposal provides: 
(It That 
the railroads grant the eight-hour day 
now: (2) 
that the railroads withdraw' 
their counter proposals; (3) that the 
brotherhoods withdraw their demand 
for time and a half pay for overtime; 
(4) that a federal commission investi­ 
gate the result of the application of 
this plan anti report, both sides being 
left free to act after the report. 
Thoroughly familiar with the provi­ 
sions 
of 
the 
president’s 
proposal, 
Elisha Lee, chairman of the national 
conference committee of the railways, 
called at the W hite House last night 
and left a brief and statistics setting 
forth why the railroads say they can­ 
not grant the eight-hour day. 
in the 
past two days the railroad managers 
have taken three ballots on whether 
to yield to the president’s request to 
grant 
the 
eight-hour day, and each 
time they voted unanimously against 
it. 
The railroads have told the presi­ 
dent that the irreducible minimum to 
which they will go is to agree to sub­ 
mit all issues to arbitration, the pres­ 
ident to appoint all arbitrators, if lie 
wishes. 
While 
the 
brotherhoods 
contend 
they are fighting for the humanitarian 
principle of the eight hour day, and 
the railroads contend they are fighting 
for the principle of arbitration, it is 
perfectly apparent to every one watch­ 
ing the situation in Washington that 
tile crisis is a simple one of dollars 
and cents. 
W ith 
the 
brotherhoods 
crying loudly for the eight-hour day, 
they are unwilling to have congress 
pass 
an 
eight hour law. 
W ith the 
railroads saying they wish to preserve 
to future generations the wise princi­ 
ple of arbitration, there is no doubt 
they would readily yield, if the great 
burden of the concessions were not 
placed ujHin their shoulders.

Cass county decided to go ahead 
with a bond issue for roads when it 
was told that the township organiza­ 
tion would not interfere. 
Opponents 
of the road plan had declared it was 
an insurmountable obstacle. This has 
been cleared by legal opinion, how­ 
ever. 
It is proboble that the election 
will be called next February. 
The system that is proposed for this 
county is two hundred miles in ex­ 
tent. 
It would include the section of 
the Jefferson highway and main lino 
roads to all principal 
towns, 
with 
enough branch roads to 
bring 
the 
system near every farm. 
An application to the federal do* 
part mom has been made for an en­ 
gineer to s u rv e y the system and ap­ 
prove tho plans. The county also can 
get some federal funds to aid. 
“ I believe Cass county will vote this 
bond issue easily,” Mr. Peake said. 
“ It will build this county’s part of the 
Jefferson Highway and will result in 
linking the county to Kansas City as 
a daily market, easy of reach by motor 
cars and trucks.”

federal armies throughout the Civil 
w*ar. 
The work of training the scouts to 
aid and direct the older men has just 
been started here by Dr. James H. 
Sow'erbv, chief scout executive, who 
has enrolled more than nine hundred 
boys and plans to have some of them 
on duty at all hours of the day and 
night, subject to whatever call the 
veterans may ask. 
Practically all of 
the scout organizations 
in 
Kansas 
City and surrounding cities have vol­ 
unteered their services for the wreck 
and the members, many of them wear­ 
ers of scout honor badges, are re­ 
ceiving their first instructions. 
“ Whenever you speak to a veteran, 
call him comrade,” Doctor Sowerby 
told a youngster of thirteen, who will 
be in command of a squad. 
“ These 
men saved the nation 
many 
years 
ago. 
Sometime, perhaps you and the 
other scouts w ill be called upon 
to 
sacrifice as much for your flag as 
they did. 
And so you are comrades.” 
The boys will act in various capac­ 
ities. Some will be guides, directing 
the veterans to their hotels and stop­ 
ping places.
